Some of the white peo-
ple of Virginia have become pretty
low, to be sure, but they have mnot yet
reached the stage that renders thewn
willing to submit pationtly to the rule
of negro officers.

Concer was an object of
curiosity to the natives. It was the
first time they had ever seen a colored
man, and the sight of him created great
consternation among those who visited
the vessel.

Concer bad accumulated considera-
ble money, and having no relatives, he
left his entire propeiby to religious ard
1@ evulent societies, Ths Presbyterian
Courch of Southampton, of which he
was & member, received $1,000.

A Ricr MAN WEDs His SERVANT.—

jamin Douglass, a millionaire, formerly
of Chicago,was married to Louise Kretz
eler, a servant who had worked in his
house.
